Chicago University has shown 
an nnftvoiable attitude toward 
fratemitiee, and many predict that 
they will slowly fall into oblivion. 
At tha Univereity of Tennessee, 
the local FERA board refused to 
give jobs to any who were pledg^ 
to a Greek letter fraternity. We 
find on every hand examples of 
bolleges doing everything in their 
power to discourage, ii not dis- 
solve, the fratemitTes. 

At Northwestern, however, they 
are an eesential element ot the 
dchool life— just as important as 
the classroom studies. Not only 
do they provide a healthy eociai 
life for the student, not only are 
they a potent influence in attract- 
ing desirable men to the school, 
but also they maintain a acholaa- 
tie average above that of the uni- 
vereity open houses. ^
